
Elderly and vulnerable to be 
hit by 'devastating' bus cuts 

BUT COUNCIL HAS SET ASIDE £12,000 TO SAVE LYME'S TOWN SERVICE 


FURTHER “devastating” cuts are hitting 
Dorset’s bus services as the county council 
announce savings of £1.85million, reducing 
the number of services it supports from 35 
to seven. 

However, it is hoped the popular 71 town bus ser¬ 
vice in Lyme Regis will be saved thanks to funding 
from the town council. 

The town service bus has been listed among the 
services to have their subsidies cut by Dorset 
County Council, but the town council has con¬ 
firmed it planned ahead for such a situation and has 
budgeted up to £12,000 to see the much-used ser¬ 
vice continued. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis, deputy mayor and 
chairman of the Strategy and Finance Committee, 
said: “The council has set aside up to £12,000 to 
support a local bus service. The council is already 
in discussions with Dorset County Council about 
future public transport needs and the costs.” 

Other services that will no longer receive subsidy 
from the county council include: the Dorchester 
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town services of one, two and six; the 44 from 
West Bay to Bridport; the 73 from Powerstock to 
Bridport; the 74 from Sherborne to Yeovil; the 101 
from Crossways to Dorchester; the 210 from Lit¬ 
ton Cheney to Bridport; the 211 from Poundbury 
to Weymouth; the 212 from Dorchester to Yeovil; 
the 307 from Stalbridge to Dorchester and the 311 
from Blandford to Dorchester. 

Dorset has already suffered from many rural bus 
services being cut and it is feared that the with¬ 
drawal of these services will hit the elderly and 
vulnerable the hardest. 

Councillor Andy Canning, Liberal Democrat par¬ 
liamentary spokesperson and county councillor, 
said: “This will have a devastating effect on every¬ 
one who doesn’t have access to a car. 

“It will increase isolation as those on low in¬ 
comes, poor mobility and the elderly, who live 
anywhere that isn’t close to a town centre, will be¬

come stranded in their homes. 

“How are people to get food, to do their shopping 
or get to the doctors or the hospital? Some may be 
able to rely on family or friends some of the time, 
but many others will not. 

“These cuts are going too far and are not in the 
interests of Dorset residents.” 

Councillor Canning has launched an online peti¬ 
tion against the cuts at www.west-dorset- 
libdems.org.uk and is working with affected parish 
councils and bus users to challenge the process. 

He reported that the bus services will come to an 
end on July 22nd and, while some may be taken on 
by an operator, most were financially unviable and 
would stop. 

Wide-ranging review 

Councillor Peter Finney, Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for environment, highways 
and infrastructure, said: “As agreed by the county 
council last year, we need to save a further 
£1.85million from our public and schools transport 
budget in 2017/18 on top of the £500,000 saved 
from our subsidised bus routes in 2016/17. 

“We have carried out a wide-ranging review of 
services in order to get the best possible outcome 
for local people within the available funding. 

“Our approach aims to develop a sustainable 
transport network for Dorset by prioritising the re¬ 
maining subsidy on routes that serve the most peo¬ 
ple and contribute the most to Dorset’s economy. 

“This is built on a core network of town to town 
routes that serve around 80 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion. 

“We will encourage operators to open up many 
more school routes to the public, helping those 
over 16 get to education and rural residents to ac¬ 
cess market towns. 

“We intend to link special school and adult social 
care transport in a way that makes best use of our 
own buses and means they can be used by the com- 
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munity when running to and from schools and day 
centres. 

“We are continuing to encourage the develop¬ 
ment of more community based transport schemes 
for social and leisure purposes. 

“We developed a toolkit and offered grants for 
community groups to start their own transport 
schemes, which have led to a number of successful 
start-ups and a lot of interest from communities. 

“We will also work closely with operators to run 
rural ‘in-fill’ services between school opening and 
closing times, making use of empty vehicles trav¬ 
elling to and from schools services. 

“A comprehensive consultation between May 
and July 2016 received 2,605 responses. Of these, 
54 per cent agreed with this approach compared 
with 27 per cent who disagreed.” 

Andrew Wickham, managing director at Damory 
- which currently runs most of the services af¬ 
fected, including the 71,44,210,74,101,211,212, 
307 and 311 - said: “The contract we have with 
Dorset County Council to run these services is due 
to end before the proposed changes take place. 

“We understand how important local buses are 
for those living in the county and will work with 
the local authority to ensure the best possible out¬ 
come for all concerned. 

“The number of passengers travelling with us on 
some of these journeys is currently very low - too 
low for us to be able to cover the costs of the op¬ 
eration without external funding. 

“We are completely sympathetic with our passen¬ 
gers along these routes, and we understand the fi¬ 
nancial restraints faced by Dorset County Council. 
“We will do everything possible to ensure the most 
vital services here are maintained.”

DAMIEN Weston has had a complete 
change in life - going from high tech to 
relatively low tech... from selling mobile 
phones to becoming a chimney sweep and 
installing wood burning stoves. 

He was born in Exeter, lived in Okehamp- 
ton but has spent most of his adult life in 
and around Dorchester with his wife and 
two children. 

He came to the county town when his dad 
landed a job as an environmental health 
officer at West Dorset District Council. 

Damien himself has had other jobs - 
including working in Dorchester Prison and 
in the Verne on Portland - and alongside 
his chimney sweeping helps out, when 
needed, with his wife's new wool shop 
which has just opened in Durngate Street, 
Dorchester, an off shoot from a similar shop 
she and her sister run in Cullompton. 


• I GUESS everyone thinks chimney 
sweeping is only a winter job? 

Not really, I've got enough work throughout 
the year although it's true that from August 
onwards lots of people start thinking about 
the winter months, getting their chimneys 
swept, or installing wood burning stoves 
which have become very popular.

I just kept pulling them out and to this day 
nobody has a sensible explanation why there 
were so many. 


• HOW did you get into it? 

I was getting a bit of a moral dilemma about 
trying to sell people mobile phones and ev¬ 
erything which goes along with that when 
my step-brother, who install stoves, said he 
needed a bit of help. He said it would also be 
useful to be a chimney sweep because you 
need to sweep a chimney before an installa¬ 
tion - so I did a course in Maidstone and two 
days later, newly qualified, bought the kit. 



• DO PEOPLE worry about the mess you 
might make? 

They do, but most of the time is spent making 
sure that doesn't happen. I cover everything 
over and tape up fireplaces so we don't get 
soot everywhere. I would soon be out of work 
if I didn't do that? 

• DO YOU think you'll ever run out of 
chimneys to sweep? 

I doubt it - they told us on the course there 
are an estimated 75million chimneys in 
Britain, so there should be enough to go 
round. 

• AND when you are not sweeping chim¬ 
neys what do you like to do? 

I did media production atWeymouth College 
when I left Thomas Hardye School so I still like 
to dabble in making films, but these days 
mainly with my son who also has an interest. 
I also like photography - landscapes, wildlife, 
street photography. I'm still into music. When 
I was younger my brother was in a band and 
as a teenager I used to go on tour with him 
and his mates in a minibus. I can play the gui¬ 
tar and drums and a bit of harmonica, and 
still like to go to see bands, and maybe one 
festival a year. I prefer heavy metal but I also 
like rock and listen to quite a lot of folk music 
as well. 

The job keeps me pretty active but I still like 
to do a bit of bodyboarding when I can. 

• DO YOU have a claim to fame? 

I was quite good at basketball at Thomas 
Hardye and generally liked sport. I bumped 
into my old PE teacher the other day and he 
tells me that my school record for shot put 
has still not been broken. I think I won that 
every year. 


# APART from soot, have you found other 
things up chimneys? 

You often find nests, or bits of nests. I've 
found lots of shiny objects which are dropped 
by magpies or jays, I even found a whole 
piece of dried toast up one, which I presume 
had been dropped by a bird, but the oddest 
of all was up to a 100 mummified jackdaws... 


SECOND 
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• YOU'VE spent a lifetime in Dorset, are 
you ever likely to leave? 

Who knows, I doubt it, I like the countryside 
and the peace and quiet. I've recently re¬ 
turned from the Alps, snowboarding, and 
they're magnificent but there is something 
about Dorset that makes me appreciate it 
here. 
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Theatre offered last chance' 
funding boost by town council 


TOWN councillors have agreed to a 
£15,000 cash injection for the Marine The¬ 
atre in Lyme Regis, after being told it 
would close the following day unless emer¬ 
gency funds were approved. 

The council last year agreed to grant the theatre 
£30,000 a year until 2020, but last week members 
decided to pull forward a lump sum of £15,000 
from the planned 2019/20 grants, in what council¬ 
lors described as a “last chance” for the venue to 
make the business work. 

Lyme Arts Community Trust, which manages the 
theatre, originally asked for a loan of £30,000 at a 
recent Tourism, Community & Publicity Commit¬ 
tee meeting, where trust chairman Nigel Clegg 
asked for a “quick decision” from the council. 

However, the decision was put off until last 
week’s Strategy & Finance meeting to give coun¬ 
cillors a chance to further analyse the theatre’s fi¬ 
nances. 

The decision at last Wednesday’s meeting was 
taken in private, but the council reported that 
£15,000 from 2019/20’s grants would be given to 
the Marine Theatre early. 

Speaking at the council meeting, Councillor Steve 
Miller said: “We need to make a decision tonight 
on whether the Marine Theatre closes its doors to¬ 
morrow or its new trustees are given a chance to 
turn the business around.” 

During the discussions, there were calls from 
some councillors for a town referendum on the fu¬ 
ture of the theatre.

Councillor Daryl Turner said: “I think we should 
have a referendum and let people decide if they 
want to spend their money on the theatre.” 

In agreeing to advance funding, members wanted 
a clear message to be sent to the trustees. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe said: “This advance 
of grant is as far as we can go. We are doing as 
much as we can and this is the last chance.” 

Speaking after the meeting, committee chairman 
and deputy mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, said: 
“In recognition of the substantial financial support 
the council has given to the Marine Theatre over 
many years, the council has offered to advance a 
portion of the existing grant. 

“While this is not additional funding, the council 
feels its contributions are substantial for a town as 
small as Lyme. 

“The council does not have endless financial re¬ 
sources and must spend its money wisely for the 
benefit of the whole town. 

“We hope the payment will help the theatre re¬ 
solve its financial struggles and become more sus¬ 
tainable.” 

Members agreed to bring forward £15,000 of 
grant payments to LymeArts Community Trust 
from the final two payments it would have received 
in 2019/20. 

This was on the condition that the trust also raises 
£15,000 itself by October 1st 2017, and puts £1,500 



from future town council grant payments in to a 
capital reserve from the same date. 

Members agreed the funding should only be re¬ 
leased if the trust provided a list of its debtors and 
creditors for scrutiny by council officers. 

It was also agreed that the council should have 
two seats on the trust’s board and monthly copies 
of management accounts would be provided. 

In a statement to the View From , Mr Clegg said 
that the new trustees of the theatre had introduced 
a number of procedures under its business plan to 
turn the Marine’s finances around. 

He commented: “The trustees do believe that the 
Marine has a future; it just needs help to start a 
much-needed revival... With the support of the 
council and the people of Lyme, the trustees believe 
that the future of the Marine is worth battling for.”

Former deputy mayor 
resigns from council 


FORMER deputy mayor Anita 
Williams has resigned from Lyme 
Regis Town Council. 

Ms Williams - the daughter of fel¬ 
low town councillor and former 
mayor Stan Williams - handed in her 
resignation last Thursday citing 
health reasons and saying she no 
longer had enough time to dedicate 
to the council. 

She commented:"! have had some 
health issues over the last six months, 
I have further surgery scheduled 
shortly and in view of this I need to 
focus on regaining my health and 
getting back to work. 

"My work at EDDC is also increas¬ 
ingly busy and it has been difficult to 
give enough time to council. The in¬ 
creasing number of council meetings 
has been an issue for me whilst work¬ 
ing full time. 

"I have always felt strongly that the 
town deserves councillors who are 
able to focus on the role and who are 
able to work hard to do what is best 
for the town. I am not currently able 
to do this and I feel that it would be 
better to allow someone else who is 
able to dedicate the time to take on 
the role. 

"I have enjoyed my time as a coun¬ 
cillor and would like to thank all 
those who voted for me initially and 
those councillors, council officers, for¬ 
mer councillors and others who have 
helped and supported me over my 
time as a councillor. 

"I wouldn't rule out a return at some 
time in the future when I am able to 
dedicate sufficient time to the posi¬ 
tion." 

Ms Williams, who lives in Uplyme, 
works in the legal department for 
East Devon District Council. She was 
elected to the town council in 2011 
and served as deputy mayor under 



six-times mayor Sally Holman for 
three years from 2012. 

She is also a former mayoress of the 
town, supporting her father as mayor 
from 1999 to 2001, and was previ¬ 
ously chairman of the council's Plan¬ 
ning & Highways Committee. 

West Dorset District Council has 
now formally given notice of a va¬ 
cancy on the town council. The dis¬ 
trict issued the notice on Monday 
and electors now have 14 days to re¬ 
quest a by-election is held to fill the 
seat. 

If by February 24th there have been 
10 or more requests for a by-election, 
a poll will be held no later than May 
4th. If not, the seat will be filled by co¬ 
option.

Charmouth church granted 
£370k for changes to interior 


ST Andrew's Church in Charmouth 
has taken a massive step towards se¬ 
curing its long-term future, thanks to 
a grant from a trust connected with 
the Diocese of Salisbury. 

St Andrew's has been awarded a 
substantial grant of £370,000 for a 
major reordering of the church's in¬ 
terior by the Erskine Muton Trust, 
which makes grants for Anglican 
church buildings in Dorset. 

The Reverend Stephen Skinner, rec¬ 
tor of the Golden Cap Team, said: 
"This grant will help us make St An¬ 
drew's fit for the 21 st century - and 
beyond! 

"It will enable us to install new 
heating, flooring, chairs and a new 
sound system. We will also take the 
opportunity for a complete redeco¬ 
ration of the church, hopefully with a 
local partner. 

"This work will help us serve the 
wider community and our many vis¬ 
itors more effectively through con¬ 
certs, exhibitions and our 
FreeXChange Cafe. 

"It will also provide our regular wor¬ 
shippers and our Golden Cap Team 


with a state of the art base for mis¬ 
sion and ministry, whilst preserving 
the beauty and prayerful atmo¬ 
sphere for which St Andrews is trea¬ 
sured." 

The Archdeacon of Sherborne, the 
Venerable Paul Taylor, congratulated 
parishioners on their achievement. 

"Huge credit goes to the Changing 
Spaces team at Charmouth and the 
Parochial Church Council, who have 
worked hard on these applications 
over the last two years," he com¬ 
mented. 

"The Diocese will continue to sup¬ 
port them as they move to detailed 
planning for the reordering. 

"People have been praying and 
serving their neighbours at St An¬ 
drew's for 150 years, and this grant 
will help ensure this continues for at 
least another 150." 

St Andrew's has also submitted a 
matched bid to the Heritage Lottery 
Fund for major structural work on 
the tower, and hopes to hear the re¬ 
sult of this in February or March.

Residents asked to have their say 
on future of mental health services 


RESIDENTS are being asked to give their views 
about proposed changes to services for those expe¬ 
riencing serious mental illness in Dorset. 

The consultation opened at the beginning of this 
month and will run until March 31st. It asks for 
views on a number of options which have been de¬ 
veloped in partnership with people who use mental 
health services and their carers, local clinicians, 
people who work in mental health services, local 
authorities and the voluntary sector. 

The proposals have been developed with a view 
to helping prevent crisis, and enabling people to be 
supported better to help manage crises if they do 
arise. 

Proposals include closing the Linden Unit at 
Westhaven Hospital in Weymouth and moving the 
15 inpatient beds to the east of Dorset. Overall, 
there would be an increase of 16 inpatient beds, 
with four more at the Forston Clinic, near Dorch¬ 
ester, and an additional 12 at St Ann’s Hospital in 
Poole. 

Other proposals include: 

• The introduction of community front rooms - 
safe places to go when things start to go wrong, 
based in familiar settings within the community; 

• Creation of retreats - safe places where people 
can get the right treatment and support when they 
need it, located with community mental health 
teams; 

• Improvements to 24/7 crisis telephone line to in¬ 
clude a new service called Connection. 

These options will allow people access to places 
and services at evenings and weekends. 

Consultation documents, along with a short ques¬ 
tionnaire, will be widely available across the 
county, including at GP surgeries, Community 
Mental Health Team offices, St Ann’s Hospital in 
Poole, the Forston Clinic in Dorchester, and The 
Linden Unit at Westhaven Hospital, Weymouth.

Discussions over asset 

LYME Regis Town Council is moving forward with 
discussions regarding the transfer of assets from 
West Dorset District Council, although no specific 
details have yet been released. 

The two councils have been in discussions for 
some time over the future of assets such as the 
Tourist Information Centre and public toilets. 

Speaking at last week's Strategy & Finance Com¬ 
mittee meeting, town clerk John Wright said he 
had attended a meeting along with the town 
clerks, mayors and leaders from the four larger 
towns in the area, where they briefed representa- 



To help gather views a number of events have 
been organised, starting with a drop-in event at 
Bournemouth Library on Wednesday 8 February 
between 11 am-3 pm. 

Paul French, local GP and clinical lead for mental 
health and learning disabilities with NHS Dorset 
CCG (pictured above), said: “Having worked hard 
with local service users, carers and clinicians I am 
delighted that we are now able to start seeking 
views on our proposals, which I believe will see 
real improvements to mental health services in 
Dorset. 

“Over the coming weeks I would encourage ev¬ 
eryone who has either used mental health services, 
knows someone who has, or simply has a view, to 
find out more and have their say.” 

Public meetings to find out more about the pro¬ 
posals will be held across the county, including on 
Tuesday, February 14th at Dorchester Town Hall 
from 11am to 3pm and on Friday, March 3rd at 
Bridport Town Hall from 11am to 3pm.

TOWN councillors have agreed in principle to an 
extension of the seafront public address system in 
Lyme Regis, but some members have expressed 
concerns over the increased noise levels it will cre¬ 
ate. 

Councillors were asked to consider an extension 
to the summertime PA system by town crier and sec¬ 
retary of Lyme Regis Regatta & Carnival Commit¬ 
tee, Alan Vian, who has become known as the ‘Voice 
of Lyme Regis’ because of his commentary during 
summer events on the seafront. 

In a letter to the council, he said that he had been 
asked by several people to extend the system to the 
east of the former Bay Hotel, to enable people at the 
Cobb Gate end of the seafront to hear the regular an¬ 
nouncements made during the summer holidays. 

Mr Vian suggested that one additional speaker be 
considered, to allow further coverage towards the 
east end of the seafront. 

Councillor Jeff Scowen, who lives at the east end 
of Marine Parade, spoke in support of the request, 
commenting: “I think it’s vital that we move it an¬ 
other one along, maybe between the Bay Hotel and 
the Alcove. It stops too soon. It needs to go along 
further to get the full benefit.” 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, said that the PA system was originally not 
taken further east than the shelters, as there were 
concerns it would disrupt those living in residential 
properties at that end of Marine Parade. 

He suggested that if they were to extend the sys¬ 
tem, letters be sent to all properties at the east end 
of the seafront asking if they had any objections. 

Councillor Daryl Turner commented: “I don’t 
think this is Butlins, I don’t think this is ‘Hi De Hi’ 
time. There are areas of the beach which people 
want a bit of peace and quiet in. You have the sand 
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bar, which the bulk of families use, covered by the 
current system so I have no issues with there being 
a quiet portion of the beach.” 

Councillor Derek Hallett agreed, saying he could 
already hear “every word” of the announcements 
from his house on Church Cliff. 

Councillor Scowen said he did not think the coun¬ 
cil should send out a letter to residents as “all you’ll 
get is complaints”. 

He added that the announcements were “muffled” 
where he lived, to which Councillor Hallett replied: 
“I suggest Councillor Scowen gets a hearing aid!” 

After a split vote, chairman Cheryl Reynolds made 
the casting vote in favour of the additional speaker 
in principle, subject to necessary funding being 
available, any land or property permissions being 
granted and the approval of neighbouring properties. 

Training for Charmouth defibrillator 

A FREE training session to learn to use the new de¬ 
fibrillator installed at Charmouth beach will be 
held on Friday, February 10th. 

The defibrillator has been installed outside Char¬ 
mouth Heritage Coast Centre. Fishermen from 
Lyme Regis launched a campaign to buy defibril¬ 
lators for the local area, which could be used by 
the public in the event of an emergency such as a 
heart attack. Funds for the Charmouth equipment 
were donated by local chef Mark Hix MBE and the 
site was made available by the parish council. 

The training session will held at the beach from 
4pm to 6pm.

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STORMY weather conditions last week resulted in 
landslides and facilities having to close in Char- 
mouth. 

The storm, unofficially named 'Storm Doris', bat¬ 
tered the south coast overnight on Thursday and 
continued into Friday morning, with Charmouth 
taking the brunt of the strong winds and rain. 

A large amount of debris was thrown up by the 
huge waves, which resulted in Charmouth beach car 
park having to close on Friday, as well as Charmouth 
Heritage Coast Centre, which reported waves com¬ 
ing over its roof and through windows this morn¬ 
ing. 

Photos on social media showed what appeared to 
be a small dolphin was among the debris to be 
washed up. 

Staff and volunteers from the heritage coast cen¬ 
tre warned beach-goers to stay safe in the stormy 
weather following a large landslide between Char- 
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mouth and Lyme Regis overnight on Tuesday, and 
said they were anticipating more movement on the 
cliffs. 

An amber flood warning was put in place for the 
whole of the West Dorset coast, from Lyme Regis to 
Portland Bill, while a red flood warning was in place 
at Lyme Regis harbour. 

The Cobb harbour saw huge waves crash over the 
high wall and pebbles and debris thrown up, but 
avoided any serious damage. A four-foot ridge was 
created on the beach as sand was washed away, but 
this was levelled out by town council staff this week. 

Residents and visitors are reminded not to walk 
along the Cobb during high winds and stormy 
weather conditions.

this survey." 
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Public exhibition on future 
development of Town Mill 


WITH the Town Mill in Lyme Regis cementing its 
reputation as a significant tourist destination in the 
South West, residents are invited to an exhibition to 
see how the attraction plans to develop in the future. 

In 2016, the mill was awarded a grant from the 
Coastal Revival Fund, to carry out a review of how it 
uses its buildings and spaces, and a feasibility study 
was conducted to create ideas which could ensure the 
long-term, stable economic future for the mill, whilst 
also preserving its heritage. 

An exhibition will be held at the Jubilee Pavilion 
on Marine Parade over the weekend of February 11th 
and 12th, which will display the results of the study. 
The exhibition will be open from 10.30am to 4pm on 
both Saturday and Sunday. 

The Town Mill Trust hopes to engage people inter¬ 
ested in supporting the mill by taking part in discus¬ 
sions about the its future and providing feedback 
about some of the possible ways of enhancing the at¬ 
traction to safeguard its continued success. 

Gary Willis, chairman of the trustees, commented: 
“Over the last three years we have stabilised and de¬ 
veloped the operation of the Town Mill. Our finances 
are now balanced and manageable, our group of small 
businesses are thriving and looking to the future, our 
galleries are always busy and the ‘fabric’ of the mill 
is not, fingers crossed, giving us any great causes for 
concern. 

“As a registered charity run by the efforts of volun¬ 
teers, with the dedicated support of a small staff team, 
we are unusual in being self-sufficient, albeit after 
several large injections of funds in the past.” 

Mr Willis said that one of the key roles of a trustee 
was to look to the future and consider whether the 
mill could safely continue as it is for another 20-plus 
years. 

He said the answer was no, due to the age of the 
mill’s buildings and the need to increase income to 
protect them for future generations. 

Mr Willis said it was also important to ask whether 


the Town Mill could add more to the economic and 
cultural life of Lyme Regis, which he believes it can. 

“The mill currently creates directly or indirectly 
about 14 full-time jobs and acts as one of the attrac¬ 
tions which make Lyme Regis a destination for 
many,” he commented. 

“These jobs are reliant, again directly or indirectly, 
on the efforts of the volunteers who run the mill and 
keep the complex operating, enabling the attraction 
to continue.” 

Mr Willis continued: “Reviewing the finances of the 
mill and considering the storms we may have to deal 
with in the future, led me to consider, ‘are we using 
our main asset as wisely as we could?’ 

“We have space, wonderfully arranged around a 
beautiful courtyard - could we turn this to more ef¬ 
fective use whilst preserving our heritage? 

“To review the use of such a complex set of build¬ 
ings and spaces required expert help and fortuitously 
the Coastal Revival Fund, introduced to us by Lyme 
Forward, considered what we had in mind worthy of 
a grant. So was born the feasibility study.” 

Proposals for the future of the Town Mill include: 

• Build on the current garden area to create additional 
space to enable increased economic activity; 

• Re-model the public spaces to create better access 
and facilities - galleries, mill reception, restaurant, 
brewery, etc; 

• Enable more small businesses to grow and thrive 
at the mill; 

• Drive out of season economic activities - skills 
training, mill experiences, etc; 

• Further explore the financial model underpinning 
this thinking to ensure it has a chance of delivering 
the long term stability of the mill; 

• Investigate/identify capital funding sources which 
would enable all this to happen; 

• Identify medium-term funding to support the draw¬ 
ing up detailed plans, costings and financial analy¬ 
sis.

THE saint we celebrate on Valentine's Day is 
known officially as St. Valentine of Rome in 
order to differentiate him from the dozen or 
so other Valentines on the list. Because 
Valentinus -from the Latin word for worthy, 
strong or powerful - was a popular name be¬ 
tween the second and eighth centuries AD, 
several martyrs over the centuries have car¬ 
ried this name. The official Roman Catholic 
roster of saints shows about a dozen who 
were named Valentine or some variation 
thereof. 

VALENTINE is the patron saint of beekeepers 
and epilepsy, among many other things. 
Saints are certainly expected to keep busy in 
the afterlife. Their holy duties include inter¬ 
ceding in earthly affairs and entertaining pe¬ 
titions from living souls. In this respect, St 
Valentine has wide-ranging spiritual respon¬ 
sibilities. People call on him to watch over the 
lives of lovers, of course, but also for interven¬ 
tions regarding beekeeping and epilepsy, as 
well as the plague, fainting and travelling. As 
you might expect, he's also the patron saint of 
engaged couples and happy marriages. 


YOU can find Valentine's skull in Rome. The 
flower-adorned skull of St Valentine is on dis¬ 
play in the Basilica of Santa Maria in 
Cosmedin, Rome. In the early 1800s, the exca¬ 
vation of a catacomb near Rome yielded 
skeletal remains and other relics now associ¬ 
ated with St Valentine. 

THE medieval English poet Geoffrey Chaucer 
often took liberties with history, placing his 
poetic characters into fictitious historical con¬ 
texts that he represented as real. No record ex¬ 
ists of romantic celebrations on Valentine's 
Day prior to a poem Chaucer wrote around 
1375. In his work "Parliament of Foules," he 
links a tradition of courtly love with the cel¬ 
ebration of St. Valentine's Feast Day.

• 1 large egg, with a splash of water

A traffic plan for Lyme is imminent... isn't it? 


■ 2017 is now with us and I predict with 100 per cent 
certainty that the long-awaited traffic control and 
pedestrian safety plan for Lyme Regis will be un¬ 
veiled.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 


by Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


• Start to sow slow-maturing bedding plants such 
as African marigolds and antirrhinums under glass. 

• If weather permits, prepare seed beds on free- 
draining sandy soil by lightly forking over the sur¬ 
face, breaking down large lumps and raking the 
soil to a fine tilth. 

• Continue to bring in forced bulbs for indoor flow¬ 
ering as they become ready for extra warmth. 

• Examine stored dahlia tubers for any sign of rotting. 

• Check trellis, pergolas and arches which are sup¬ 
porting climbers and repair any that are damaged. 

• Before plants start growing actively, check on the 
ties that secure them to supports. Replace any that 
have rotted and add extra ties if needed. 

• Continue to plant bare root fruit trees and bushes 
if the soil isn't frozen or waterlogged. 

• If you have bought bare-root hedging plants 
which you can't plant because the ground is wa¬ 
terlogged, open them out to allow air to circulate, 
cover roots with straw and store in an open, ro¬ 
dent-free place, keeping the roots moist to avoid 
dehydration. 

• Pot autumn-rooted fuchsia cuttings into small, 
individual pots. 

• Continue winter-pruning trees, roses, climbers 
and shrubs before spring growth gets under way.

Crabb, born in Lyme Regis. With thanks to 
Vernon Rattenbury of the Royal British Le¬ 
gion for the research. 

SIDNEY HARRY CRABB 

Leading Seaman, Royal Navy 
Service No. 224298 

Born September 7th 1888 in Lyme Regis 
and died February 8th 1917 having served 
on HMS Prince of Wales 

Sidney Crabb joined the Royal Navy on Jan¬ 
uary 16th 1903 at Portsmouth. He was pro¬ 
moted Able Seaman (Gunlayer) in December 
1905 and Leading Seaman in February 1913. 
He had married Lily Froom in Lyme Regis on 
December 9th 1912. 

At the outbreak of the First World War, his 
ship, the battleship HMS Prince of Wales, was 
part of the Channel Fleet and covered the Royal 
Marines landings at Ostend on August 25th 
1914. The war was only a few months old when 
Sidney was diagnosed with pulmonary tuber¬ 
culosis and he was invalided out of the service 
with a medical pension on October 22nd 1914. 

Son of Albert and Mary Crabb and husband 
of Lily Crabb (nee Froom), of 17 Corporation 
Terrace (now Lym Close), Lyme Regis, he is 
buried in Lyme Regis cemetery, Row C. Grave 
315a. 

He is commemorated on the Lyme Regis war 
memorials in the parish church and in the town.

Members also visited Kangaroo Island, which 
lies off the mainland of South Australia, and 
learnt how more than four years of water short¬ 
ages had affected the island. 

Ian also included in his tour around the world 
a splendid sequence of pictures taken at the Paris

As a final sequence Ian took a nostalgic walk 
through Wistman's Wood on Dartmoor. 

Ian also judged the club's PDI and print compe¬ 
titions with images for'Wood'.

nifer Hollands, while second place was Bob Ward 
with'Cross Section Wheel Hub'and third was Rob 
Hunt with 'Porlock Sunken Forest'.

There is an interesting story in the Bible about Abra¬ 
ham and Sarah. Abraham had a son by Sarah’s maid, 
Hagar (don’t ask!), and one day Sarah saw her maid’s 
son Ishmael bullying her own younger son, Isaac. She 
gave Abraham an ultimatum - the maid and her son 
must go. Abraham was very upset. He loved Ishmael 
and didn’t want to lose him, he didn’t know what to 
do. Should he send Ishmael and Hagar away, or not? 
Would they be alright in the desert on their own? 

Abraham asked God what he should do. God told 
him to send them away, so Abraham sent them away 
with some food and water. When their food and water 
ran out and they nearly died, God came to their rescue 
and led them to fresh water. All was well and Ishmael 
grew up strong and successful. 

It is one thing to trust God for ourselves, but it is 
much more difficult to trust him to look after those we 
love, whether here on earth, or in heaven. But he loves 
us all so much that he will look after our loved ones 
much better than we ever can. We only have to ask.

JAZZ JURASSICA will literally blow away winter blues 
in time for Valentine's Day with acclaimed saxophon¬ 
ist Tony Roberts and the Ray d'lnvernoTrio on Satur¬ 
day, February 11th in Lyme Regis. After a remarkable 
playing career, spanning six decades, saxophonist 
Tony Roberts kicks off what will be his 80th year with 
a loved up set of exhilarating jazz classics. 

Tony first cut his teeth as a young musician in the 
Royal Tank Regiment after answering ad in Melody 
Maker! Joining the army, he said, was the only way to 
learn his trade. "And then it was just practice, practice, 
and more practice until my lips bled". 

After playing in army bands for six years, he went 
to London, quickly becoming a regular fixture at Ron¬ 
nie Scott's and on the London gig circuit, both as a 
jazz musician and session player. He played regularly 
with the likes of John Dankworth and Alexis Korner. 
And here he also met up with John McLaughlin and 
Danny Thompson in the mid-1960s, before McLaugh¬ 
lin went off to play with Miles Davis. 

Turning his back on the London music scene, Tony 
bought a small-holding outside Honiton and has re¬ 
mained in the area ever since. But his love affair with 
music never waned and he continued to earn his liv¬ 
ing as a musician, touring with John Renborne and 
playing music for the TV series Bergerac. 

Although now in his 80th Year, Tony remains a pas¬ 
sionate player and his love affair with the tenor sax is 
evident, "it's the closest sound to my own voice, I 
don't sing, but the tenor sax speaks to me, which is 
why I like it".

SEPTEMBER 2016 saw the release of the seventh 
Southern Tenant Folk Union album 'Join Forces'. It was 
written following the May 2015 general election result, 
and then recorded in June and July 2016 amidst a 
quickly changing political landscape, something that 
has made the suite of songs seem timelier still. The 
band's tour continues through spring, and comes to 
Bridport this Saturday, February 11th. 

Musically the album harks back to the more roots and 
bluegrass sounding earlier albums and is divided into 
two main strands.

A little theatre 
overdose before 
travelling to Oz 


I THINK I’ve done it. My the¬ 
atre addiction has finally 
gotten the better of me and I 
overdosed this week. 

Six shows in four days, 
plus four interviews with 
the stars of the West End has 
left me with some worrying 
symptoms, including an in¬ 
explicable need to stand and 
applaud whenever someone 
does anything even remotely 
merit worthy as well as an 
innate moth like attraction 
to bright lights. 

I’ve also started to ran¬ 
domly break into song when¬ 
ever someone says anything 
that even remotely resem¬ 
bles a song lyric - although I 
think that’s an affliction I’ve 
harboured for a while - and 
I’ve started using any 
slightly solid flooring area to 
practice tap dancing and 
moonwalking. 

It has been a fantastic week 
however, filled with a vari¬ 
ety of shows from plays to 
pantomimes and obviously, 
the obligatory sprinkling of 
musical theatre mixed in to 


make the dreary weather 
and tumultuous political cli¬ 
mate fade into the back¬ 
ground. 

After a busy day in the 
Lyme Regis office, I had a 
tricky trip up to capital with 
the trains not playing hali¬ 
but eventually managed to 
get myself along to the Adel- 
phi Theatre for my seventh 
helping of the joyful Kinky 
Boots, along with my friend, 
fellow theatrical devotee and 
blogger, West End Wilma. 

This is still one of the best 
musicals in London in my 
opinion; so uplifting and 
filled with much needed 
themes of acceptance. With 
music by Cyndi Lauper the 
multi award winning show 
never fails to leave me beam¬ 
ing and is a definite recom¬ 
mendation. 

Then I went to see Oscar 
winner, Mark Rylance in 
Nice Fish at The Harold Pin¬ 
ter Theatre. I couldn’t tell 
you what it was about, be¬ 
cause I have no idea. I’m 
sure the more clever critics 


will be able to give a deep 
meaning to it, but I spent 
much of the performance 
feeling as if I was in a paral¬ 
lel universe. 

Luckily the day was saved 
by my visit to the Lyric 
Hammersmith to see a new 
musical adaptation of Roald 
Dahl’s Fantastic Mr Fox. 
With some lovely music and 
lots of adult naughtiness 
cleverly woven in, I had a 
whale of a time. This is a 
show for the whole family, 
which will tour the UK after 
its London run and is well 
worth a visit. 

With my head filled and 
frazzled, my next theatre ex¬ 
cursion may not have been 
such a good idea, but having 
never experienced Stomp be¬ 
fore, I decided to pop along 
and see just how a show 
which involves banging bin 
lids together has managed to 
entertain audiences in the 
West End for over 25 years. 

I found the blend of clown¬ 
ing and percussive dance 
surprisingly entertaining,

alogue and music does make 
it lack purpose. 

It was then time for some 
free food and fun at the 
Faulty Towers interactive 
dining experience.

I then polished off my the¬ 
atrical marathon by heading 
over to Bridport to see their 
pantomime version of Little 
Red Riding Hood. With an 
abundance of youthful exu¬ 
berance and some hugely en¬ 
gaging portrayals, it was a 
great way to end the week. 

Next week I’m off to the 
other side of the world, hope¬ 
fully for a bit of sunshine. 
The Aussie’s aren’t quite so 
keen on their theatre, but I 
have managed to find a cou¬ 


ple of shows to stave off my 
theatrical cold turkey. 

I’m going to watch Disney’s 
musical version of Aladdin, 
which I saw in the West End 
last year and a critically ac¬ 
claimed play called the Tes¬ 
tament of Mary, which is 
fulfilling a limited run at the 
Sydney Opera house.

Actually, she's 
been busy interviewing activists about what they do 
and why, so it's also about politics and making things 
happen. And there's probably a bit where she pretends 
to be a push-button shower, so it should be silly and fun 
too, with a few exciting bits in it.

YEOVIL Town manager Darren Way topped up his squad 
by swooping for three players on transfer deadline night 
as he looks towards the final third of the season writes Stu¬ 
art Broom. 

Following a 2-1 victory over promotion chasing Ply¬ 
mouth Argyle to break a run of eight league games without 
a win on the same evening, and a 1-1 draw at lowly Hartle¬ 
pool United last Saturday, the Glovers sit in no man’s land 
being nine points off a play-off palace and eleven points 
above relegation. 

Whichever way it goes, he is going to need a full strength 
squad as there are no chances now to add to it before the 
end of the season as even emergency loans are banned. 

As a result he has added Jean-Louis Akpa Akpro (Bar- 
net), Kabongo Tshimanga (MK Dons) and Owain Jones 
(Swansea), all forwards, on half-season loan deals. 

They join other forwards Shayon Harrison who has also 
arrived on loan for six months from Tottenham Hotspur, 
and Brandon Goodship, who has joined permanently as a 
free agent from Bournemouth. 

With defender Tom James also joining permanently on 
a six-month deal from Cardiff, Way has added six players 
to his squad as he looks to finish the season in style. 

Despite all these imports, the loss of Ryan Hedges who 
was recalled by his club Swansea, prior to transferring to 
Championship side Barnsley, is a huge loss to the club. 

His impact has been decisive in the Glovers success this 
season and will be sorely missed, and it was disappointing 
that he missed the last month at Huish Park through injury 
caused by a callous, calculated first minute brutal foul by 
Exeter City’s Joel Brown on Boxing Day. 

Way has been critical of his forwards for not scoring 
enough goals, and of course the facts prove this with Fran¬ 
cois Zoko, Tom Eaves and Otis Khan all only having 
scored seven apiece. 

Yes they can be accused of missing chances, but all strik¬ 
ers at any level do that, but do they get the service they 
need to produce the opportunities, and will any of the five 
Way has signed be any better? None have glowing refer¬ 
ences in relation to goals per games ratios. 

At 32, Akpro has had plenty of Football League experi¬ 
ence with Grimsby Town, Rochdale, Tranmere Rovers and 
Shrewsbury Town, but has only scored 51 goals in over 
350 appearances, whilst 20-year-old Tshimanga has had a 
series of short term loan deals over the last couple of years 
and has scored just seven in 42 outings. 

Although Jones scored 16 times in 20 games for 
Swansea’s U18s he has no senior experience, whilst Har- 
rision, an 83rd minute sub for Tottenham in their 2-1 EFL 
defeat to Liverpool in October, also has no other senior ex¬ 
posure. 

Goodship who joined the Glovers on a month’s loan a 
year ago, scoring once in ten appearances, also doesn’t 
have a glowing record. Obviously Way feels the problem 
is up front and chosen accordingly. 

Considering Zoko was out for several months with an 
injury and has already scored seven in 23 games, several 
coming on from the bench, suggest he is no slouch, whilst 
the tireless Eaves and Khan have also got reasonable 
records, he obviously feels they are missing something. 

Whilst a point against Hartlepool might be considered 
two dropped it has proved a notoriously difficult place to 

go- 

However, if the Glovers are to make progress up League 
Two they need to be converting these games into victories. 

This Saturday’s home fixture against second bottom 
Leyton Orient therefore is a must. 

After lifting them into a play-off place at the beginning 
of December and seeing them fall from grace in January, 
the Glovers boss will hope that they are now back on track 
and ready to make a challenge once again for a play-off 
place. 

However they have the difficult task of beating fifth 
places Luton Town tonight in the Checkatrade Trophy 
Third Round at Kenilworth Road. 

The Hatters managed by former Glover full back Nathan 
Jones will be a tough one with five out through injury or 
suspension and some of the new recruits ineligible.
